At the tim e he was first noticed by 
I Officer Stafford, Brown was at work 
Ke n the 
bridge helping workm en lay 
plank on the roadway. 
A telephone 
m essage 
was sen t to the mayor s of­ 
fice to Chief Thompson, who imm edi­ 
ately made his way to Second street 
where he w-as m et bv Officer Stafford. 
T h e two boarded a street car bound 
for Chester. 
The car bearing the officers s ta rt­ 
ed across the bridge and had almost 
reached the spot where Brown 
was 
standing before he was aw are of what 
w as taking place. 
Stafford 
jumped 
from the car and m ade for Brown, who 
started to run for the C hester side. 
T he officer imm ediately gave chase 
and succeeded in heading the fugitive 
off. 
Finding himself thus baffled in his 
effort to cross 
the 
bridge, 
Brown 
wheeled and started back in the direc­ 
tion of where Chief Thompson 
had 
stationed himself. 
He had only made 
a few steps, however, until Stafford 
was a t his back, and with a well di­ 
rected blow from his mace he felled 
Brown to the roadway of the bridge. 
He was up in an instant and again 
started to run. hut the officer struck 
him another blow on the head and he 
w ent 
down for 
the 
second 
time. I 
T hom pson then closed in on him, but 
as Brown attem pted to get up the chief 
stru ck him with his fist. 
By a desperate effort the man m an­ 
aged to get up. but before he could run

Pekin. July 13.—The departure Fri­ 
day from Pekin of Prince Chun, the 
younger brother of Emperor Kwang 
Su. who has been selected formally to 
apologize at Berlin for the murder of 
Baron von Ketteler, was a spectacu­ 
lar event. 
A special train took Prince Chun 
and his suite from here to Tabu, from 
which port he will proceed by steamer 
to Shanghai. He sails from Shanghai, 
July 20, for Genoa, and will proceed 
direct from there to Berlin by rail. 
Prince Chun came to the railroad 
.station in Pekin on horseback.
